It pierces # bole through the skin through 
which it finally makes its escape, No doubt 
the swelling caused by thegrowcth of the grub 
aud the boring of the skin is: a very great 
annoyance to the animal and prevents it 
from tisiving. Farmers would do weil to ex- 
Anne their cattle for these grubsand squeeze 
tiem out, as can easily be done. By this be- 
ing done the animal is relieved from anavy- 
ance and the grub is destroyed.
